According to this 
information, detectives in the employ 
of the prosecution have made discov- 
eriesa in combing through the records 
of these men which would have made 
it impossible for them to qualify had 
‘the true facts been known at the time 
they were sworn yesterday. 

The reports of the detectives will be 
presented to the court in the form of 
affidavits and it is almost certain that 
the defense will not meet’ them in a 
passive spirit. The defense aiso has 
detectives at. work in its interests. 
Every move of those connected with 
the prosecution is followed as far as 
it is possible to do so 

This game of spying has been go- 
ing on ever since a few.days after 
the slaying of Senator Carmack. Be- 
sides having its own. sleuth organiza- 
tiom"the defense if in a position te 
count on the friendly influence of the 
police and most of the gubernatorial 
appointee@ in the State administration.

ANTI-CIGARETTE BILL. 
INTRODUCED IN OREGON. 
_ [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PORTLAND (Or. Jan. 21.—{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch.] If the bill introduced 
in the Legisiature by Representative 
Charies McDonald of Multnomah 
county s a iaw. it will be un- 
lawful to make or sell cigarettes in 

this State. 

‘This baneful practice is condemned 


by the bill proposed and is punishable 


by both fine and imprisonment. For 
the first offense the fine is from $25 
to $100, for every successive offense the 
fine is from $100 to $500, | imprizon- 
ment of from one to six months and 
the cost of prosecution. Until the costs 
of the action are paid by the defend- 
ant. the latter must remain in jail. 

This law is a copy of. that enacted 
in the State of Washington recently. 
Not a cigarette or the “makings” are 
allowed to be sold in Washington. 
Portiand supplies cigarette smokers of

French Peasants and People of 
Korea Live Upon Chestnutse—Nuts 
Are a Heat-Forming Food-—Good 
for Cold Weather and fer Hard 


| We have Iittie idea In this country 
to what extent nuts are consumed in 
foreign countries, says the Philadel- 
phia Record. We try to teach other na- 
tions that Indian corn is an excellent 
article of diet, but most of the Euro- 
pean peasantry still believe that maize 
was created for the use of the live 
stock. These people will sit down to 
a dish of steamed chestnuts with 
much relish, and are content if they 
have nothing else. ; 

Throughout the center of France, 
from the Bay of Biscay to Switzer- 
land, there are large plantations of 
chestriut trees. The nuts are large and 
during the fall and winter the poor 
often make two meals a day on 
steamed chestnuts, eaten with salt or 
milk. Physicians say they are whole- 
some,* hearty, nutritious and fatten- 
Ing. 

In some Fretch prisons convicts 
are employed in cracking walnuts and 
picking out the kernels, from which

quantities for its oll. Almonds, 
bertse and walnuts are luxuries; to be 
served at dessert or with wine at so- 
celal, gatherings. 

A special kind of salt contained in 
nuts ig particularly adapted for tu- 
bricating or softening the mus¢les of 
the arteries, so that eldefly persons 
are especially benefited by a more 
extended nut diet, provided that the 
nut meat t* thoroughty masticated so 
that no hard pieces may enter the di- 
gestive organs. 

Large quantities of the almonds 

of commerce are imported from 
France, Italy and Spain; although 
considerable of the almonds used here 
are grown in California, where the cell- 
mate, with artificial irrigation, ig fa- 
vorable. When eaten in the § green 
state the almond tg delicious; that is, 
when the seed is fully formed, but be- 
fore the hull Is hardened. With us it 
is seldom eaten that way, but upon 
the European table in the early sum- 
mer green almonds are a common ar- 
ticle of diet. The Jordan almond is 
the most valuable variety, and is most 
generally selected for salting and rel- 
ish. The almonds, both sweet and 
bitter, flourish In Southern Europe. 
Many acres have been planted in al- 
monds in California during the laet 
year or two. 
.In 1907 the United States imported 
5,714,207 pounds of unshelled almonds, 
and of shelled almonds 8,717,952 
pounds, In spite of the duty of 4 cents 
a pound, on shelled almonds, there is 
such a decnand that we import nearly 
15,000,000 each year. 

Brazil or cream nuts are imported 
from South America, and to the native 
Brazilian they form an important ar- 
ticle of food. Many attempts have 
been made to imtroduce this highly 
sensitive tree into Southern 
but it is too loyal to its native heath 
to succéed so far from its home. This 
pleasant-flavored, oily nut is well-liked 
in the United States. The outer cov-

Conference Will Be Held in 
‘Los Angeles. 


Only Twenty-five-Mile Gap 
Now Remains. . 


The twenty-five-mile gap between 
Tapachula, Mex., on the Guatemalan 
border, and the present terminus of 
the Guatemalan Centra}!, will be closed 
within a very short time. according to 
Officials of the Pan-American Railway.

Guatemala City during the year. 

Negotiations are in progress  be- 
tween the Pan-American and the 
Guatemala government, which is‘ said 
to control the Guatemala Central, and 
prominent officials of that republic are 
expected in Los Angeles in February, 
rand then the matter will be definitely 
decided. If the Guatemala road de- 
cides to relinquish its coficession and 
let the Pan-American build the un- 
completed portion of the line it will 
be necessary to form an entirely new 


icy of Guatemala is against permit-

“Tt is soon yet to ask, in elabor- 
ate detajl, what the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute has accomplished, for the doors 
were opened only two years ago, and 
scientific research usually moves with 
snail's pace. But the labora has a 
plan of work so broad that the pro- 
found researches of Pasteur might well 
be challenged in friendly emulation. A 
Staff of highly trained men, in a meas- 
ure educated by the institute itself, are 
devoting their time, day and night; and 
in addition part of the design is to send 
scientists, or funds, as events may re- 
quire, to investigate emergency prob- 
lems anywhere in the world. In f, 
the scope of the institute may be de- 
fined, as weil as summed up, in Mr. 
Rockefeller’s own words in his letter of 
trust: “The trust is to be administered 
in such @ way as to accomplish the 
most for humanity and science.”

Dr. Theobald Smith, of the directors, 
by investigations of Texas cattle fever, 
has carried forward a great protective 
work. There have also been important 
researches in the problem of New 
York's milk supply. Drs. Meltzer and 
‘John Auer have studied injections of 


have noted the narcotizing effects on 
nerve fibers. Dr. Levene has delved 
into processes of digestion, the de- 
struction and construction going on in 
what are called “primary dissociation 
products.” Meltger and Auer have also 
thought deeply on the action of ergot 
on the stomach and intestines. Dr. 
Jobling has examined special ftmmunity 
principles in the blood of vaccinated 
calves. Drs. L. Kast and 8. J. Meltser 
have carried on important work in co- 
caine; Drs. Meltzer and Salant have 
devoted long study to the bile. Dr. E. 
L. Opte has made researches concern- 
ing the insolubility of. substances in the 
fluids of the body, when injected in thé 
tissues. Dr. vene has ¢xamined 
facts abcut gelatine. Dr. Hideyo No- 
guchi, a high authority on the cornplex 
nature of snakebite, has done much 
toward making the properties and prin- 
ciples fairly well understood. Dr. Flex- 
ner has examined dysentery bacilli an 
cerebrospinal meningitis. 

One phase of recent work deals with 
the rate of absorption from muscles, a 
subject of. important value, breaking 
ground in a new field. The experi- 
ments were made on rabbits. Deep- 
seated injections were used, with a m!- 
nute study of the effects. Noguchi 
has experimented on rattlesnakes, 
cobras and moccasins, and has tabu- 
lated results between excess of venom 
and lesser amounts; more especially 
the so-called protective action of 
venom. 

Still another important phase of re- 
cent researches has been with 
teids, as they are called; that is, the 
nutrient material found in animal or 
vegetable tissue, the chief part of every 
cell, uniting carbon, oxygen, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen and sulphur. One eate 
proteids every day. is a 
saying, “Man is made of proteida.”
